from President Roosevelt addressed to 
CTTQ*t«d States Sena.tor Philander C.

3Roo»«y«lt pays MB respects to Sam- 
uel Gompere, president of the Federa- 
tion o< Uabor. Speaking at Phlladel- 
phrtu o& Tuesday, Senator Knox took 
iwm* •wHh Mr. Gompers on the ques-' 
tion of ttao attitude of organized labor 
In the present campaign, and the pres- 
ident's letter of today is an support 
ttf Mr. Knox'a views. 


Mr. Roosevelt says in part: 
Tho daily papers of Oct. ID contain 


an open letter from Mr. Samuol Croin- 
pers, president oE the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, in which he asserts 
that the judiciary ot thlu country ia 
destroying doiuocraXic government and 
substituting therefor an irros»onb1bl& 
and corrupt despotism in the iutereut 
of corporate power, and he

cept to prevent Irreparable injury to 
Iproperty t?r property right 1t specific- 
ally provides that "no right * * * 
to carry on -business of any particular 
Itind, or at any particular place, or at 
all, shall be construed, held, cousid- 
•rad or treated as property or as coii- 
•tttuting a property rlKht." 


Second — It provides that nothing 
agreed upon or done by two or more 
parties in connection with a labor dta- 
puto shall constitute a conspiracy or 
other criminal offenae or be pronoc'ut- 
ed as such unless the thi,n« agreed 
upon or douo would be unlawful if 
done by a single individual. 


Only Acceptable Remedy. 


The bill here described is not only 


the remedy that Mr. Gompeva has al- 
ready submitted to congress, but it is 
tho one and only remedy which he 
and those associated with him in Ills 
•present movement havo 
announced 
that they will accept iti the matter of 
fcis grievance against the courts on 
the Injunction Issue.
